UNIVERSITY EDUCATION IN 
; CHINA, 


ie E. Soothill, late Principal 
of the Imperial University of Shansi, and 
Principal-Elect of the proposed ‘new 
University at Hankow, read a papor last. 
month before the China Society in Lon- 
don on tho subject of University educa- 
tion in China. Ln. the course of the paper 
the lecturer stated that up-to-date, in 
University grades, the Pei Yang, ‘the 
Shansi, and the Tongshan Colleges wero 
the most advanced in the country, Speak- 
ing of the Shansi University, the lecturer 
mentioned thist’ the teaching had to be 
given by foreign professors -in English 
through the medium of interpreters, and 
it wax very snecessful, too... A total of 
30, students had .been sent’ to England 
from thal University—a record number 
for one institution. Unfortunately, the 
Revolucion brought al! the higher educa- 
tional work in Government Colleges to a 
standstill, Some were now reopening 
but lack of funds and’ students hindere 
-progrens; many of the young men who 
ought tobe in the lecture room had too 
varty given up study for the sake of offi- 
cial employment. Bpeaking of the work 
done by intssion colleges, the lecturer said 
sume of the soundest work in China had 
heen, and was being, done by such a Bri- 
tish institution as Dr, Lavington Hart's 
College in Tientsin; also by Wesley and 
Griffith John in Hankow-Wuchang, and 
by such American institutions as : 
John’s, Shanghai, Boone in Wuebang, the 
Peking Mission Ulliversity, Dr. Mateer’s 
College in | Shantung, _ the Foochow, 
Nanking, and ‘Soochow Universities, the 
Canton College, and others; and now, in 
addition, by the: Anglo-American Colleges 
in Shangtung, Szechuan, Tungehon, and 
the vere admirable Lockhart Union 
Medical Cotlege, of British foundation, in 
Peking. Having. emphasised the yalue of 
‘America’s release of £2,500,000 from the 
Boxer indemnity, which wag being spent 
on education, in strengthening: the intel- 
~ -teetual bond between the two -countrics, 
and producing a powerful reflex action 
op their future political and commercial 
relations, he went on to say that: the work 
oi the educational and: medical mission- 
xries, British and American, had not only 
heen of a highly philanthropic and there- 
fore Christian character, but, considering 
their limited funds, of a. magnificently 
practical order also, It was a pleasure to 
add that British missions were improving 
their position in a manner deserving of 
support, even from those who had little 
enthusiasm for evangelisation, A most 
‘admirable step forward had also. beon 
made in Hongkong by the establishment. 
of.the new University. there. 
Referring, in conclusion, to avhat, Eng-

Brenan suggested that in their recent great 
changes the Chinese were not desirous of 


learning from our moral state or social 
conditions, but it had dawned uppn them 
how heavily handicapped they were by 
not being equipped for the great strugale 
for material things. which was going on 
amongst the nations, That would. ac- 
count for the fact that under the new 
reqene very great stress was laid upon 
the practical side of education, He was 
afraid the consequence would be that 
what was valuable in the’ teachings : of 
Confucius and the other sages would lose 
all tts vital force for this present penera- 
. tion, and that before it could be replaced 
by the best elernents of the Western charac- 
ter, He also feared the change would 
lead to a vast output of* so-called 
educated men, full of self-sufficiency, 
willing to discuss all sorts of 
political panaceas, but quite incom- 
petent to fill any public post where 
iuitiative and self-control were necessai 
reaching how the whole of China should 
be conducted, and not able to do o single 
thing to benefit their. country in the social 
or econamie direction. In conclusion he 
suggested that the fact that, China’s pre- 
‘sent Western methods gained our appre- 
Giation could not be taken as’ proof that 
the changes going on there under our 
auspices necessarily boded well for the 
future of China. 7 
Mr. G. M. H. Playfair Gormerly Con- 
sul at Foochow) spoke of the unfair way 
in which he said the: Chinese trained in 
_ missionary institutions, or even in foreign 
-countries,. had been ‘treated in China, 
. He instaneed the case of.a young man who 


had taken a first prize at Greenwich THos- |- 
pital, who was now nothing moro than ar |° 


interpreter, and_had no chance of getting 
any ‘further. He hoped the revolution 
_would ‘change the: status of the -schools 
‘managed by European miasters, which 
were the best possible for China. 

Mr. H. W. Oldham (of Amoy) said 
they could hardly. view the present situa- 
tion without ‘considerable imisgiving. 
‘Wore the present leaders in China hig 
enough to tackle the immense problem 
before them? National education was 
as important ‘as higher’ - education, 
because China now proposed to hand over 
to the arbitrament of the popular vote 
questions of national and international 
importance. China was in great danger 
of losing old ideals and substituting for 
them ontirely materialistic and utili- 
tarian ideals, Englishmen, should cer- 
tainly sympathise with 
not only for her sake, but for that of the 
future of the whole human race. They 
should: encourage good men to go out to

educational work in that country, and 
hoped China would welcome any sin- 
coro and honest foreign help. . 

A hearty vote of thanks baving beon ce- 
corded to the lecturer on the motion of 
Sir. Walter Hillier, K.C.M.G., Principal 
Boothill remarked that he looked forward 
with considerable anxicty to the future, 
not only in the educational world, but 
in regard to the moral development of 
the Chineso nation. The. bottom was 
falling out of the old religion, and tho 
question was what was to take the place 
of the old’ moral standards and the sanc- 
tions for them. That was why they were 
trying to found a, university in, Jontral 
China which should represent chiefly Bri- 
tish interests, but should at tho same timo 
stand for that higher form of life which 
wo had in this country. 

The Chairman (Dr, J. Johnson), to 
whom a similar compliment was paid, on 
the motion of Mr. Geo, Jamieson, C.M.G., 
wound up the discussion with a tributo 
to the splendid qualities of the: Chinese. 
He belicved thore was a splendid future 
for China, but:he thought thero could be 
no solid progross without Christian in- 


fluences being brought .to bear in 
that country. The proceedings then ter- 
minated.

THE LATE DR. ROEST.. 


_DEATIF UNDER TRAGIC CIRCUMSTANCES, 


Reuter’s representative ..at Mukden 
gives the following particulars of the 
-death of Dr, Roest, the Financial Adviser 
of the Chinese Govermnent:—Dr.’ Nairn 
first saw Dr, Roest on Friday tho 
10th inst, at midnight: He stayed 
for two hours with the patient, who was 
undoubtedly seriously ill, but there was 
nothing to cause apprehension of, mental 
derangement whieh, apparently, after- 
wards took place. Dr. Roest arrived at 
Mukden in a state almost of collapse, due 
tu jevere vomiting, which was tho result 
of train sickness in a most pronounced 
form: When he was put. to bed he became 
delirious and the doctor had considerable 
difficulty in obtaining reasonable replies 
to his questions, but be saw nothing to 
warrant the assumption that the patient 
was suffering agonising pain. Dr, Nairn 
states that he did not. hear Dr. Roest 
saying that’ he was dying, but he .under- 
stands that Dr, Roest said so before, he 
arrived ty attend him,’ After a_sleeping 
draught had been given to. Dr, Roest, he 
slept quietly and it is considéred pro- 
bable that.the effect of the draught lasted 
until past six o’clock on Saturday morn- 
ing. Nothing unusual was noticed by the 
inspeeting attendants and Dr. Roest 
obviously committed snicide in a@ sudden 
fit of insanity. A--pocket-knife has been 
found inthe room and it is thought that 
Dr, Roest cnt the artery with this. The 
cut was of extraordinary depth. Appar- 
ently, it has been found unnecessary to 
hold an inquest, and the decision of Dr. 
Roest’s relatives is awaited as to the dis- 
posal. of the body.
